port education yielding more in 1955-56 
than they did in 1934-55. The state sales 
tax collections are up 17 percent and the 
use tax up 9 percent. Number of licensed 
motor vehicles in Alabama increased 10 
percent. The ad valorem tax on vehicles 
goes to education. If the taxes going to 
Support education continue to show the 
same gain over 1954-55, as was indicated 
during the first month of the new year, the 
overall tax collection for education should 
exceed last year's by about 10 percent. That 
should mean an additional $9 million roll- 
ing into the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund. 

6. On raising ad valorem property as- 
sessments, official Revenue Department es- 
timates are that within three years an 
additional $40 million will be produced from 
the increased assessments for state, local 
and school purposes. The estimate, more- 
over, was that at least $16 million a year 
additional for schools will be forthcoming 
within three years. 

With all these factors to be considered 
it should be almost a certainty, even if the 


Goodwyn amendment fails, there will be 
enough increased revenues to enable the 
teacher to continue to enjoy her recently 
bestowed pay raise.

@rdered an election to be held by the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon a certain proposed amendment to the Co stitution of 
Alabama, which said amendment is herein set out, and ordered that said 
election be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
from the final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at which the 
amendment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
after the final adjournment of the session of the Legislature at which the 
amendment was proposed will be and occur on Tuesday, December 6, 
1955; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be*given by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for the 
election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James EB, Folsom, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 6th day of December 1955, an election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of Alabama, in the manner and form 
seovided. by law, upon the following proposed amendment to the Con- 
etitution of the State of Alabama of 1901: 


“The Legislature shall levy and provide for the collection of
